A MIGHTY WIND 


Ensemble scheduled 
for performance at 
Carnegie Hall

They’ ve come too far to blow 
it now. 

With just over six weeks 
before their scheduled appear- 
ance at one of the most presti- 
gious venues in the world, the 
Sacramento State Symphonic 
Wind Ensemble needs a hand; a 
handout to be exact. 

The ensemble has been invited 
to be the highlight performance at 
the Second Annual New York 
Wind Band Festival at Carnegie 
Hall this April. 

The experience, however, 
does not come without cost. The 
price tag for the six-day excursion 
is $100,000. 

So far, the ensemble has raised 
$63,000 through various sources 
as well as contributors in the com- 
munity, and each student partici- 
pating in the ensemble has con- 
tributed $500, said Robert 
Halseth, wind band conductor 
and director of wind studies at 
Sac State. 

Expenses include cers tick- 
ets, the week-long stay at Park 


Central Hotel, meals and other — 


incidental expenses. 

The festival, which is pro- 
duced by World Projects 
International Music Productions, 
is an educational event that allows 
student musicians to participate in 
workshops, clinics and competi- 
tions. The last night of the festival 
allows the bands the opportunity 
to perform. Other performances 
are scheduled for Central Park as

Smartcut least profitable 
location for salon’s owners

Visiting Smartcut Hair 
Design Salon in the University 
Union may not be such a smart 
idea, many Sacramento State 
students say. 

The salon, which is co-owned 
by Miké Zohrab and his wife 
Debbie, has been on the first 
floor of Union since 1998. It sits 
between the «Student Access 
Center and Game Room, an area 
which sees a great deal of foot 
traffic throughout the day. 

However, the Union has not 


proved to be the best location for 
the shop. Smartcut is the least 
profitable of the couple’s three 
salons. The Zohrabs own two 
other shops in the Sacramento 
area. They are both called 
Geesoo Hair Design. 

“The University Union has 
done nothing for us except raise 
the rent nearly every year since 
we have been there,” Mike 
Zohrab said. “We haven’t had 
100 percent support from faculty 
and staff or Union administra- 
tion. We rely mostly on stu- 
dents.”

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Survey shows decrease 
in student tobacco use

An on-campus anti-smoking 
advocacy group, Students 
Taking Action Against Nicotine 
Dependence, has released the 
results of a survey that they feel 
shows that their efforts on cam- 
pus have been effective. 

The survey, funded with 
tobacco litigation money, report- 
ed an 11 percent decrease of 
reported student smokers, from 
27 percent to 17 percent, accord- 
ing to the survey results, posted 
online. 

The survey also showed that 
respondents’ use of cigarettes 
had decreased in their daily or 
weekly usage, and that they 
reported less use of chewing 
tobacco or dip, cigars, bidi and 
cloves. 

More respondents reported 
that they had never smoked 
before, had allergies or sensitivi- 
ties to tobacco smoke and 
expressed a desire for designated 
campus areas for smoking. 

The survey, conducted last 
May, surveyed over 1,100 stu- 
dents. The results were com- 
pared to a similar survey of 
about 620 students in May 2001. 

STAND, whose goal is to cre- 
ate a smoke-free campus, calls 
for better enforcement of current 
smoking policies. The organiza- 
tion said this process could be 
aided. by new signage and the 
removal of ashtrays from door- 
ways. 

The group acquired 1,400 
signatures in support of banish- 
ing the sale of tobacco at 
Sacramento State, which con- 
vinced Associated Students, Inc. 
to pass a resolution implement- 
ing a ban.

whether we sell tobacco on cam- 
pus,” ASI Vice President Julio 


. Velazquez said. The students 


clearly wanted it, so they had to 
comply, he said. 

Velazquez, who sits on the 
board for the CSUS Foundation, 
said the foundation recently 
divested themselves of tobacco 
investments they had held. 

Student Anthony Richards 
said he doesn’t think the absence 
of tobacco products is going to 
change people’s smoking habits. 

“People are just bumming 
them off of each other,” Richards 
said. 

Student Ryan Moore said the 
tobacco free policy wouldn’t 
have much affect on his tobacco 
habit. 

“T can go a whole ay without 
dipping,” Moore said. 

Banning it from campus 
could have a negative effect for 
students, Moore said. “If stu- 
dents can’t get it, when they get 
into the classroom it’s all they’ Il 
be thinking about.” 

Student Mario Escobar said 
he thinks the tobacco ban would 
help. 

“Tf you’re not seeing the ads 
and products at the student store 
you don’t think about it,” 
Escobar said. 


“Tf you take cigarettes away, 
non-smokers aren’t having to 
deal with the smoke,” said stu- 
dent Shawn Flores. “On the 
other hand, if people want to kill 
themselves, more power to 
them.” 

STAND’s adviser Cyndra 
Krogen provides one-on-one 
counseling to students who want 
to quit smoking. 

“The first step is to do a needs 
assessment to try and help them 
understand ‘their smoking habit 
better and decide if they want 
help,” Krogen said. 

Krogen said she makes sure 
students they see get a quit kit: a 
water bottle filled with gum, 
honey sticks, mints, pictures of 
diseased lungs, literature and a 
bag to store the money they’ll no 
longer be spending on cigarettes. 

If they return, Krogen pre- 
pares them to quit by encourag- 
ing them to wait 10 minutes 
before lighting their cigarette, 
designating times and places to 
refrain from smoking and other 
methods. 

“The advantage to me is I 
have a lot of information and I’m 
a person outside of themselves to 
be accountable to,” Krogen said, 
whose goal is to free all students 
from tobacco addiction. 

Krogen related a story about a 
person who admitted that they 
had come close to smoking but 
didn’t because they didn’t want 
to have to tell her they had start- 
ed again. 

“T do want students to know 
that I’m not here to reprimand 
them if they fall off of their pro- 
gram,” Krogen said. “TI will pri- 
oritize counseling them for as 
long as they want to keep try-

well as other New York City venues. 

“We’re excited about being asked to perform at 
this festival,’ Halseth said. He emphasized the pres- 
tigious nature of the New York wind band festival 
and what an honor it was for his students to be invit- 
ed to perform at Carnegie Hall. 

Other student wind bands had been invited to 
attend the'festival but were unable because of finan- 
cial reasons. Utah’s Weber State University and the 
American Legion Band from upstate New York 
were two bands who were forced to back out of the 
festival. There are also six high school bands from 
around the United States that are scheduled to per- 
form at the festival. 

The 50-member ensemble will depart from San 
Jose on April’8, and will stay at Park Central Hotel 
in New York City. The ensemble’s performance 
will take place on April 13 and the group will return 
home the next day. 

“Tt’s a fantastic and great opportunity to perform

at Carnegie Hall,’ said one of the three wind 
ensemble conductors, Johnny Johnson. Johnson, a 
graduate student majoring in conducting, admitted 
that the ensemble members become rather nervous 
before a performance, but have learned to redirect 
their energy and reduce their anxiety. Johnson 
hopes to parlay his experiences with the ensemble 
into an eventual position teaching music to high 
school students. 

To benefit the wind ensemble, they will conduct 
a fund-raising concert on Feb. 25 in the Capistrano 
recital hall at 7:30 p.m. Tickets are $15. As an extra 
bonus, $1 will buy a chance to perform with the 
band that night as a guest conductor. The winning 
audience member will conduct John Philip Sousa’s 
the “Liberty Bell. March,” a composition made 
famous by Monty Python’s Flying Circus televi- 
sion broadcast.

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Impacted nursing program 
changes its prerequisites

Sacramento State’s impacted 
nursing program has modified its 
prerequisites to include general 
education coursework, allowing 
rejected applicants to consider 
alternate majors, program coor- 
dinator Suzanne Sutherland said. 

Set to take effect next fall, the 
change is the result of a 
California State University sys- 
tem-wide effort to coordinate the 
nursing programs. 

“Students applying to. the pro- 
gram at Sac State can cross-apply 
to other CSU campuses,” 
Sutherland said, adding that the 
demand on the nursing program 
at Sac State is especially high 
compared with many other CSU 
campuses. 

The student interest for Sac 
State’s nursing program exceeds 
the limited money and space 
available to the program, making 
it one of two impacted programs 
on campus. 

Currently, 500 students are 
considered pre-nursing majors at 
Sac State, Sutherland said. 
However, the clinical program 
has the capacity to admit less 
than 30 percent of the applicants 
per semester. For the fall 2003 
semester, only 54 of 184 appli- 
cants were accepted. 

“Hopefully, the new prerequi- 
sites will keep students from tak- 
ing classes they wouldn’t have 
wanted to take,” Sutherland said. 
“This way they can easily switch 
to a different major.” 

Next fall, the nursing program 
will accept 60 applicants under 
the old requirements, and. 60 


- under the ‘new. Previously; :nurs- 


ing students entering the program 


- could expect to graduate in five 


semesters. With the new list of 


prerequisites, 
nursing students 
can complete the 
program in six 


semesters. 
“One of the 
reasons we 


changed it was 
so that students 
will be declared 
nursing majors 
and will be 
accepted into the 
program one 
semester earli- 
er,’. Sutherland 
said. 

Pre-nursing 
“majors are 
encouraged to 
apply during the 
spring of their 
freshman year. 

“In theory, first semester 
sophomores can enroll in the 
clinical program,” said nursing 
adviser Kristine Novak. 


Tough to get started 


Admittance to the competi- 
tive program is based on a points 
system, which awards students 
points for high test scores and 
grade point averages. 

“Last fall, the average GPA of 
the accepted students was 3.6,” 
Novak said. 

High demand for entry into 
the nursing program is a problem 
that is not specific to Sac State. 
Across the CSU system, 12 other 
campuses have impacted nursing 
programs. 

“The national nursing short- 
age means a shortage in nursing 
professors as well,’ Sutherland 
said! ts! 

Ajthough, entry into nursing 
programs is! competitive, once 
the nursing students graduate it 
will be extremely easy to find a

well-paying job. 

“First year salaries for nurses 
used to be about $44,000, and 
that may have increased,” 
Sutherland said. 

Along with hefty salaries, 
many hospitals are trying to com- 
pensate for the nursing shortage 








by offering signing bonuses. 


According to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, nursing is pro- 
jected to be the fastest growing 
occupation in the United States 
until 2008. 


Competitive program 


For many pre-nursing stu- 
dents, however, the dollar signs 
are not what attracted them to 
nursing, and the competitiveness 
of the program is not enough to 
discourage them. 

“My dad was sick in the hos- 
pital, and watching his nurses 
sparked my interest in nursing,” 
pre-nursing student Edidiong 
Uwan said. “I just want to help. 
The nursing shortage and all the 
money are just extra incentives.” ,

first pledge of the night for $25. Everyone 
claps and the donation is written on the 
whiteboard. Each night a different goal is 
set, and the goal for tonight is $1,050. 

“T love talking on the phone so this is a 
good job for me,” Brewer said of the CSUS 
Annual Fund program that has existed since 
fall 2001. She is a freshman majoring in 
psychology, and has been working as a stu- 
dent fund-raiser for two semesters. 

The students all work without scripts, 
instead they casually chat with the alumni 
about upcoming events related to their 
degree, or what is going on at campus. The 
students have no quotas ' or time limits, and 
they tailor each call to the individual they 
are speaking with before asking for a dona- 
tion. 

“We don’t have scripts like telemar- 
keters,” said Patricia Phare-Camp, the annual 
fund personnel manager. “We have a training 
period of one week and we teach them how 
to have a conversation to ask for donations. 
We used to hire telemarketers, but it is more 
charming for alumni to talk with students.”

Student shifts are from Monday to Friday 
and Sunday after 5 p.m., ending as late as 10 
p-m., and Saturday mornings. 

Brewer places a call to an alumnus with 
a business degree. They talk about his 
career, the dorms, his college-age daughter 
and what business classes he would recom- 
mend. After 10 minutes, she asks for a dona- 
tion of $1,000. She laughs at his response, 
and then offers lower levels of donations. At 
the end of the call he ends up donating $100. 

Dheeraj Panjwani is an electrical engi- 
neering major and originally from India. 

“One night I was talking with someone 
about India for half an hour and then he 
donated $200,” Panjwani said. 

Maggie Elkin, the annual fund director, 
said that there is a strict screening process 





for the job. Last year, only about one out of 
five people passed the initial test, and then 
they must pass two interviews, both over the 
phone. 

The number of students working in the 
center can vary from 10 to 38 students. The 
students get paid an hourly wage, plus 
bonuses. 

At the end of the night the students had 
collected $415 dollars in pledges, falling 
short of the original goal of $1,050 dollars. 

The students all agree that there is a lot of 
rejection, but it is part of the job. 

“You get used to it,” said Stephanie Gil, 
a criminal justice major.“You realize they 
are rejecting the offer and you don’t take it 
personally.” ; 

“These are the front-line people,” Elkin 
said. “They are starting a relationship and 
building a foundation for bigger gifts in the 
future. A lot of big gifts start out small and 
get bigger and bigger over time. They could 
start a relationship with someone who might 
later donate $1 million to the school.”

There are regular customers, 
Zohrab said, who come in every 
few weeks to get a haircut which, 
he said, is the salon’s most popu- 
lar service. 

Sac State biology major Hany 
Hanalla was one of those cus- 
tomers for a short while, but now 
goes elsewhere for hair care 
needs. 

“T’ve been there four or five 
times and it was standard,” 
Hanalla said. “There was a dif- 
ferent person each time cutting 
my hair. I like to stick with some- 
body who knows how I like my 
hair. The good thing about it 


though is that it’s very conven- 
ient.” 

For students on a tight budget 
the $14 for a haircut may still be 
too much. Competing chains 
such as Supercuts and Great 
Clips, each with several salons in 
the Sacramento area, offer simi- 
lar services at cheaper prices. 

“T go to Great Clips.” junior 
Sam Shepherd said. “It’s cheap 
and they’re the best place I’ve 
been to.” Shepherd tried 
Smartcut twice in the past and 
was unsatisfied with his hair 


each time. 


“T felt very rushed,” sopho- 
more Alejandra Garcia-Jimenez 


said of Smartcut. “I think the 
lady just wanted to get me out of 
there so she could watch her 
soap opera. If it was a quality 
hair cut I wouldn’t have minded 
the price, but it wasn’t.” 

The Smartcut staff includes 
three female hairdressers, each 
licensed cosmetologists, with 
many years of experience, 
Zohrab ‘said. But the store 
employs no Sac State students 
because none have come in look- 
ing for a job, Zohrab added. 

Zohrab said the clients, 70 


percent of whom are men, are § 

primarily students. Sah f 
“We would be much more 

profitable if we had cooperation 
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from faculty and staff,’ Zohrab 
said. “They are professionals 
who can afford to get a nice hair- 
cut.” 

“T only go to certain people,” 
sophomore Sierra Hellwig said. 
“T have really curly hair and I 
don’t trust anyone to work on it 
unless they have curly hair too.” 

“We’re not making money at 
this time,” Zohrab said. “We 
need more support from faculty 
and staff in order to stay in the 
Union. It’s convenient for every- 
one.”

The formation of the 
President’s Circle is not related to 
Gonzalez’s plan to make Sac State 
a flagship campus, Domich said.

The master plan envisioned by 
Gonzalez includes on campus 
housing for 5,000 students, new 
classroom buildings, a new 3,200 
space parking structure, a per- 
forming arts center, new arena and 
a wellness center. Gonzalez 
received approval for his plan 
from the Board of Trustees in 
January.

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FRIENDS IN HIGH PLACES 


edie proverb asserts that nature abhors 
vacuum. For proof, look no further 
than Sacramento Hall, where President 
Alexander Gonzalez has not let a vacancy in 
the university’s top fund-raising post stop 
him from establishing important economic 
alliances around the region. 

But despite his early work, the president is 
hardly just filling in until Sacramento State can 
hire a new vice president for university ad- 
vancement. Even casual observers should be 
quick to understand how 
Gonzalez’s steady, strate- 
gic positioning is essential 
to his realization of a “des- 
tination campus” at Sac 
State. 

Gonzalez is well- 
known throughout the 
California State Uni- 
versity system for 
his fund-raising 
acumen, both 
while provost at 
Fresno State and 
president at CSU 
San Marcos. At 
San Marcos in 
particular he tout- 
ed the school’s socio-economic impact to 
area business and community leaders, boost- 
ing the university’s public profile as well as 
making a vital case for local benefactors’ sup- 
port. 

No sooner did Gonzalez take over Sac 
State from outgoing president Donald Gerth 
(no fund-raising slouch himself, having raised 
$50 million in five years for Sac State’s 50th 
anniversary in 1997) than he commissioned 
last summer’s “Golden Asset” report from 
the Sacramento Regional Research Institute. 
The report determined that Sac State pumps 
$743 million of direct and indirect benefits into 
the region’s economy, a revelation that bol- 
stered Gonzalez’s pitch last month for an im- 
proved CSU flagship campus in Sacramento. 

The president isn’t leaving it to the numbers 
to speak for themselves, though. He is count- 
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ed among the ex-officio directors of the Sacra- 
mento Area Commerce and Trade Organi- 
zation, alongside other high-profile figures 
like CSU trustee Kyriakos Tsakopoulos and 
executives from Wells Fargo Bank, Sutter 
Health and Intel. 

Last October, Gonzalez appointed Steve 
Pleau — a Sac State alumnus andone of the 
area’s most successful automobile dealers — as 
a community representative to the university’s 
Athletics Task Force. A month ago, Gonzalez 

was named to the 

board of directors 
of Valley Vi- 
sion Inc., a 
Sacramento- 
based land- 
use planning 
think tank 

whose other directors in- 
clude executives from 
Hewlett-Packard and the 
California Capital Financial 
Development Corp. 
Gonzalez is evidently try- 

_‘# ing to stay just as busy in 
ge private: He recently devel- 
oped “The President’s Cir- 
cle,” a new fund-raising program 
in which a $10,000 contribution can net a 
donor a visit to the president’s Natomas home. 

One of Gonzalez’s spokeswomen is care- 
ful to point out that “President’s Circle” mon- 
ey is not intended to help underwrite the pres- 
ident’s ambitious vision for Sac State; instead, 
that project will exist under the purview of the 
forthcoming vice president for advancement. 
Another spokeswoman told The Hornet last 
week that Gonzalez is not a fund-raiser at all, 
and that his position is “all about building re- 
lationships.” 

It’s too early to tell if the president’s office 
is being disingenuous or honorably modest, 
and nobody is naming the front-runners in 
the national hunt for an advancement chief. 
But if his work thus far is any indication, the 
president just might have filled the slot al- 
ready.

In summing up Wednesday’s 
four-hour marathon meeting of the 
minds, a circus analogy is kind. Ve- 
lazquez, ASI’s executive vice pres- 
ident, never took control of the 
meeting; after touting his knowl- 
edge of parliamentary procedure in 
last year’s election campaign, the 
acting chairman of the board rarely, 
if ever, showed signs that he knew 
what he was doing. 

Following a Luke Wood exple- 
tive, Velazquez warned the financial 
chief to watch his mouth. Later, 
amid of a free-for-all that Jerry 
Springer would be proud of, Wor- 
ley signaled for Velazquez to call 
the meeting back to order. Thirty 
seconds later, with Worley still play- 
ing charades, Velazquez finally dug 
his gavel from the depths of his 
dais to momentarily quiet the room. 

In the other 238 minutes of the 
meeting, disorder was the order of 
business. Velazquez, however, was 
not the only one to blame for the 
mess. 

Luke Wood must make a greater 
attempt at civility by limiting his 
barbs and outbursts and maximiz- 


ing his tact. Joshua Wood needs to 
stop the whimpering-followed-by- 
sniping act when people disagree 
with one of his plentiful resolutions. 

Executive Director Worley 
needs to work on refining her peo- 
ple skills. Wednesday, she accused 
Luke Wood of misrepresenting the 
truth (getting him to back down on 
a technicality), telling Velazquez 


‘how to do his job repeatedly and 


verbally attacking beloved board 
secretary Rita Tyk for interrupting 
a circular, boring debate to make a 
relevant reminder to the directors. 
And this is from the “adult” leader 
of ASI. 

Ucovich’s priority right now 
should be filling the three board va- 
cancies with quality student repre- 
sentatives. Currently, students from 
two of Sac State’s colleges — as 
well as their undeclared colleagues 
—are not represented on the board 
because of resignations. 

The worst thing about the dete- 
riorating leadership is that it dimin- 
ishes ASI’s achievements as a 
whole: Marlon Cuellar, the director 
for governmental affairs, did great 
work against Proposition 54 and 
will no doubt flourish as ASI’s cam- 
paign leader in the upcoming polit- 
ical season. The behind-the-scenes 
work to make the “Day In The 
Quad” events successful should be 
heralded and applauded. The ASI 


newsletter has been coming out’on “*” 


schedule. The website is finally up- 
dated frequently. Good things are 
indeed happening. 

But every single time a board 
meeting becomes a sideshow, these 
achievements and accomplishments 
are thrown into a dumpster with 
the stale popcorn and the elephant 
droppings. 

How many more times can you 
survive a fall from the high wire, 
ASI? Ask yourself that the next 
time you invite the public inside 
your tent.

BEEN TESTED? —

On the morning of 
Wednesday, Feb. 11, I entered 
the University Union on my way 
to class. Student Health Center peer 
educator Scott Armstrong dressed as sex- 
ual lubricant, handing out “goody bags,” 
soon invaded my line of sight. The package the 
condoms came in had a sticker on it informing 
me that Feb. 8 - 14 was Sexual Responsibility 
Week. The “goody bags” were in celebration of 
this fact. Also enclosed in the bag were instruc- 
tions, in both English and Spanish, on how to 
properly put a condom on. 

“We’re out here to educate and inform stu- 
dents of services that are available,” said Lorraine 
Martinez, the coordinator of the event, which 
was sponsored by the Student Health Center. 

The festivities made me realize I’d not been 
tested for a sexually transmitted disease in about a 
year. Influenced by the spirit of the week and with 
pure journalism. in mind, I decided to get tested. 
Half the battle of getting tested is just going. It’s 
scary enough to be unsure of your health, but when 
you have to tell some stranger at a desk, in hushed tones 
so those in line don’t hear you, that you need testing, it 
can be terrifying. 
The Health Center offers testing at a moderate cost, on 
a walk-in basis. For chlamydia and gonnorhea, male stu- 
dents submit urine samples while female students have 
their cervix swabbed. For HIV and syphilis, blood is taken 
from both sexes. 
It took 10 minutes to check in at the front desk. I 
signed up for the Family PACT program, which ren- 
ders my testing free. Paperwork ensued. I was sent to 
the Fast Track desk, then upstairs to the clinic. I dis- 
robed from the waist down and lay on the paper cov- 
ered table with more paper laid over my lower section. 

On the ceiling above the table is tacked a poster of kit- 
tens at the beach — one has sunglasses on, another a straw 
hat. I presume this is meant to distract from or ease the phys- 
ical and emotional discomfort of having a doctor insert things into 
you. It was moderately successful, in that I was at the very least, amused. 

The doctor came into the room without knocking. She asked me why I came 
in for the tests. Do I have any symptoms? 
Common indicators of possible sexually transmitted infection include burning 
or pain while urinating, strange discharge or smell from the genitalia, itching or burn- 
ing around the genitalia and strange features (such as sores, rashes or growths) around the 
genitalia. 

I told her I have no symptoms. She began the exam. I put my feet into the stirrups at the 
end of the table. I scooted my little butt to the edge and I braced myself for the speculum. Luck- 
ily, she warned me before she inserted it. 

I told her I came in for several reasons, one of which is an experience a close friend of mine 
recently had. She had sex, with a condom, with a man, let’s call him “Oliver.” The condom 
broke and he ejaculated into her. Weeks later, he sat her down and told her that he has her- 
pes, and that a day or two after their sexual encounter, he’d had a breakout. The situation made 
me think. 

“Think what?” she asked. Did I have sex with the infected man or with my friend? 

No, no, no. Honestly, I am just getting tested because that incident, as well as the sexual 
responsibility week representatives in the library quad, has reminded me that it’s a smart thing 
to do. I wondered, silently, why a person should have to explain this to a doctor, of all peo- 
ple, especially when in such a compromising position. 

I hear people who are not sexually active at the time of testing also get strange looks from

nurses. Neverthe- 
less, they get the 
standard “what it is 
and how you get it” 
explanations of sexually 
transmitted infections. 

After the pap-smeat-like test 
was performed, I was sent down- 
stairs to the lab to have my blood 
drawn, for Syphilis and HIV testing. With- 
in 10 minutes of the removal of the speculum 
from my vagina, I was being poked in the arm 
with a syringe. They took three vials of blood. 
This time, there was nothing tacked to the 
ceiling above the table on which I laid to ap- 
pease me. 

When I told other students I’d just been 
tested for a story, they seemed surprised. First 
they were amazed that I even got tested at 
all. Second, they were shocked that I decided 
to do it at 11 a.m. and managed to go to class 
and get to the health center by 2:30 p.m. It’s a 
simple, if awkward procedure, and free, I ex- 
plained. And I guess I’m just ballsy enough to 
risk finding out some (unexpected) bad news so 
I can write a story about it. 

Their reaction is indicative of students’ atti- 
tude towards sexually transmitted infection test- 
ing. Even if a person is willing to get tested, he or she 
assumes it will take too long to bother. But with all the 
time we spend attracting and then coupling with sex- 
ual partners, a few hours of lines and table-laying seems 
trivial. . 
The reasoning is two-fold. First, find out if you’re in- 
fected so you can treat the problem. Secondly, be a re- 
sponsible, conscientious person — avoid infecting 
others. “Oliver” behaved in a reckless and selfish 
manner when he risked infecting a girl he liked just 
so he could have sex. 

‘Testing should be a regular part of a sexually ac- 
tive person’s medical routine. Specifically, howev- 
er, if you had sex without a condom, think your part- 
ner had sex with someone else, or have had sex with more 
than one person, you should get tested. 

Unfortunate as it may be, you cannot trust everyone. “Oliver” 
seemed like a fairly geeky guy, not the type to get a lot of play. But even 
if you have sex with someone you’re positive would inform you if he or she 
is infected, there are no guarantees of safety. According to the Family PACT 
brochure provided by the Student Health Center, “one in four people will get an 
sexually transmitted infection in his or her lifetime.” That person may not even know 
he or she is infected. The brochure warns, “Up to 85 percent of women and 40 percent of men 
who have Chlamydia do not show symptoms.” 

As much as it is cliché, there is truth in the statement that when you have sex with some- 
one, you’re also having sex with everyone they’ve ever had sex with. Usually, there is no ob- 
vious way to tell if your partner has an STD. When you first enter into a sexual relationship 
with someone, make them get tested, and do so yourself. 

Protecting yourself from an STD is not an exact science, but there are ways to improve 
your chances of safety. Obviously, abstinence is the best form of protection. If you do have 
sex, though, use a latex or plastic condom. Use spermicides with Nonoxynol-9, which can 
kill some infection-causing germs. Be aware of your partner’s body: if you see bumps or sores 
on or around the genitalia or mouth, don’t have sex or come in contact with that body part. 

The Student Health Center makes it easy for you to be sexually responsible. You can get 
tested for STIs and pregnancy, at a low cost. If you do not have insurance that covers fami- 
ly planning or need to keep your family planning services confidential, you are eligible for 
the Family PACT program. You can get condoms from the Health Center as well. And in ad- 
dition to testing, they provide pregnancy and HIV counseling.

Vietnam War involvement

Since his 1978 breakthrough, 
“Gates of Heaven,” acclaimed doc- 
umentarian Errol Morris has made 
a career out of exploring the psy- 
ches of the oddball, the enigmatic 
loner, the criminal and the hero 
and/or genius. Morris’ latest sub- 
ject Robert Strange McNamara in 
the “Fog of War: Eleven lessons 
from the life of Robert S. McNama- 
ra’ is all of those things. 

McNamara, former secretary of 
defense under President John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon B. Johnson, 
is usually typecast as one of the vil- 
lains of 20th century history be- 
cause of his participation in the Viet- 
nam War. A lively 87-year-old 
McNamara reveals his legacy on 
screen, accompanied by archival 
footage as he presents an insider’s 
view while he describes the seminal 
events of the last century while he 
was in office. 

Now playing at the Tower the- 
atre, “Fog of War” has recently been 
nominated for “Best Documentary 
of 2004” by the Oscar Committiee. 

“Fog of War” is an absorbing 
cinematic interview with McNa- 
mara, where he looks back on his 
choices and actions with wisdom 
and provides insight into how he 
was feeling and why he made the 
decisions that he did during his sev-

en years in office. Described as ful- 
ly assured of his own brilliance and 
near infallibility, he is considered 
one of the chief architects of U.S. in- 
volvement in the Vietnam War, and 
is ultimately considered responsible 
for the decision to send American 
troops to their deaths in Vietnam, 
making him one of the most contro- 
versial characters of the 1960s. 
A film like this creates a great 
opportunity for McNamara to build 
up his ego and accomplishments. It 
also could have been a propaganda 
piece by which Morris could criti- 
cize him. Yet in the end it is nei- 
ther. The film comes off as an im- 
portant reminder to all humanity 
and world leaders that if we don’t 
learn from our mistakes, we are 
doomed to repeat them. 
McNamara appears stoic in his 
mannerisms and seems to be neither 
proud nor regretful of his actions. 


McNamara seems to be genuinely 
concerned about the welfare of 
mankind as he says, “the human 
race needs to think more about 
killing.” 

The civilian body count started 
early during McNamara’s political 
career. While he was in the Air 
Force, he worked under such ruth- 
less military men as Col. Curtis Le 
May, who helped plan the’ fire- 
bombing of Tokyo during World 
War II, incinerating 100,000 civil- 
ians and 50 percent of the city, This 
figure is higher than the death toll 
from the first atomic bomb on Hi- 
roshima. 

Ultimately, it was the decision of 
Le May and his boss, Franklin Roo- 
sevelt to firebomb Japan. The 
archival footage of the bombs drop- 
ping over Japan, then the screen 
lighting up in smoke and fire blasts, 
literally burns into your memory 
McNamara’s statement that 50 per 
cent of Tokyo is equal to 50 per- 
cent of New York. 

You are left to imagine the extent 
of destruction that political officials 
are willing to go to in order to win 
a war and wonder what can be 
achieved by the approval of such 
acts by the political leaders in charge 
during war times. 

McNamara tells us of how, after 
the war, he helped to minimize the

Continued From B6 
mechanical failure of Ford auto- 
mobiles during his work as the Vice 
President at Ford Motor Co. There, 
he worked redesigning cars, in- 
stalling safety belts and installing 
steering columns that didn’t impale 
the drivers during a crash, saving 
hundreds of untold lives all over 
the world. 

Later, as secretary of defense 
under Kennedy and Johnson, we 
learn that he may have thwarted 
nuclear apocalypse. 

An animated McNamara holds 
two fingers two centimeters apart 


and says that during his seven-year 
tenure, the United States came with- 
in a hair’s breath of nuclear war- 
fare with Russia three times. 

At times, you hear Morris press- 
ing McNamara and making factu- 
al points with his humorous voice. 
Sometimes McNamara fails to an- 
swer the questions, making him 
seem like he cannot publicly con- 
front issues of his own responsibil- 
ity.
